OF NO ACCOUNT 


Senators and Representatives with Fairfield 
Constable 
Journeys to 
their Friends Arrive by Special 
Waynesboro to Make Arrest Only 
Train

Pennsylvania's

and regular trains for a two days’ 
visit of the town and battlefield With 
them many brought their wives and 
other members of their families, the 
whole party numbering about one 
hundred and twenty five. 
The special arrived

one and was met by the Gettysburg 
College iNitid and a large number of 
the students^who gave their yells "and 
greeted the lawmakers in an enthusias­ 
tic way, the welcome tieing much ap­ 
preciated by the visitors. 
A number 
missed the special, which left Harris 
burg before noon, and came over on 
the regular arriving bere at 1.45. One 
even missed the regular and started 
around by way of Hanover and York 
rather than miss the trip entirely.

James C. 
Cole, 
representative from 
this county, and went to the Eagle for 
dinner immediately after their arrival. 
The First Day’s Fight was taken 
in 
during the afternoon, the fields of the 
second and Third Days tieing sche­ 
duled for Friday.

FRESH OUTBREAK 
OF CHICKEN POX 


Half Dozen New Cases Reported 
after a Week's Cessation and it 
was Believed Epidemic was at 
an End. 
Half Nu ndred Patients- 


Six new eases of chicken pox appear­ 
ed in town on Wednesday 
afternoon. 
No outbreak had been reported for a 
week and local health authorities had 
tielieved the epidemic at an end. Just 
what has caused the new development 
is not known. 
For a week or more not a case was 
reported^and a* many of the quaran 
tines established since the first case 
was reported had expired itwaslieliev 
ed that the siege would ie sin tie at an 
end. 
Suddenly, 
however, 
the half 
dozen 
new cases 
appeared. 
Prof. 
Burgeon, supervising principal of the 
loc I schools, stated this morning that 
a t the present time there are between 
forty and fifty ^pupils kept from the 
schools of town either Itecause they, or 
some memtier of the fumily, have the 
disease. 
There have been 
half a hundred 
cases of chicken pox in the town since 
the epidemic first ^ade its appearance 
and it is tielieved the number would 
have been materially lower had people 
been more prompt in making known 
the presence of tile ailment or more 
careful in keeping their children away 
from others who had the disease

Loaders Believe They Have Framed 
a Bill to Avert Any Constitutional 


Delay. 


Washington, April 6.—The Irresisti­ 
ble impulse of tire triumphant Demo­ 
crats to follow their widespread suc­ 
cess at the polis was indicated when 
an income tux bill was presented to 
the Democratic majority of the ways 
and means committee by Congress­ 
man Cordell Hull, of Tennessee, a 
member of the committee, who has 
made a world wide study of the work­ 
ings of the income tax principle. 
It is understood that the Democratic 
leaders have agreed to report the bill 
favorably as soon as possible. 
This will be the first 
departure 
from the legislative program agreed 
upon by the all-powerful Democratic 
caucus only two days ago. 
Mr. Hull’s bill is based somewhat 
on the pHnciple Just settled by the 
supreme court in the corporate ta t 
case and applies to Individuals en­ 
gaged in business, which, of course, 
includes all persons following gainful 
pursuits, the idea being that the gov­ 
ernment may tax private incomes for 
the privilege of doing business.

income tax law without waiting for an 
amendment to the constitution and 
him lay the foundation for sweeping 
reductions in the tariff, either in this 
extra session or the regular session 
next winter.

$100,000 8pent by Chicago Lumbar 
King

W anted His Money Back. 


Springfield, UL, April 6. — Edward 
Hines, the Chicago lum ber king, was 
named as the man who put up the 
$100,000 fund to secure the election of 
William Lorim er as United States sen­ 
ator from Illinois at the hearing of 
the senate investigating committee. 
This statem ent was made by Clar* 
ence S. Funk, general m anager of th e 
International H arvester company, at 
Chicago. 
Funk said that Hines had 
comp to him, asking him to contribute 
$10,000 to the fund, and that Edward 
Tilden was the treasurer of the fund. 
Herm an Kohlsaat, editor of the Chi­ 
cago Record Her aid, first testified that 
Funk had informed him that the fund 
was raised and that on this inform a­ 
tion he had printed his editorial. Funk 
had released him from secrecy and 
had accompanied him to Springfield. 
Hines is a close friend of Lorim er 
and was one of the senator’s moat 
active lobbyists during the investiga­ 
tion at W ashington resulting In the 
exoneration of lorim er. Edward Til­ 
den, whom Mr. Funk named as th e 
treasurer of the $100,000 fund, la ac­ 
credited with speaking for the m eat 
packers. 


Hines Told of th* Fund. 


Mr. Funk testified that Mr. Hines 
had told him that $100,000 was to be 
rushed to Springfield to secure the 
election of Lorimer, and that the In­ 
ternational 
H arvester company was 
expected to he one of the ten "big 
people to m ake up the fund." 
Mr. Funk said he refused to m ake 
the contribution, but was told to think 
the m atter over and send the cash to 
Edward Tilden. Mr. Funk didn’t know 
Mr. Tilden and It was not until he was 
summ arily ordered to do so that he 
gave Mr T ilden* nam e to the com ­ 
mittee. 
Mr. Funk testified that be refuged 
to secure a contribution to the $100,* 
OOO fund, telling Hines that his com­ 
pany was not in that kind of busi­ 
ness. 
“W hat did you tell Mr. Hines when 
he approached you?” Funk was asked. 
”1 asked him why he cam e to me," 
replied Funk. 
“You are just as much intereated in 
having the right kind of a man at 
W ashington ms we are,” H ines amid 
"I told him we wouldn’t have anything 
to do with the m atter; that we were 
not in that kind of business. I asked 
bim bow much he was getting from 
the different people. He told me It 
would be necessary to get the money 
from a few big concerns.” 
“If ten of them will put up $10,000 
apiece that will be enough," Hines 
said. 
Funk then related that several day# 
following this conversation with Mr. 
Hines he told the incident to Cyrus 
McCormick, president of the Interna­ 
tional H arvester company, repeating 
briefly the substance of H ines’ ftate- 
ment. 
"Mr. McCormick asked me w hat I 
did, and I told bim I refused to con­ 
sider the proposition,” Funk said. "H e 
replied. ‘Good 
I’m glad you turned 
him down prom ptly.’ Mr. McCormick 
seemed very much chagrined to think 
that his company should have been 
approached in such a mariner and for 
such a purpose.”

W ashington. April ii.—A new death 
dealing devile lur use In aeiiai war 
tare ha* been patented by the Krupps. 
the well known German m anufactur­ 
ers. 
This con Hints of a highly sensitive 
fuse, whit h Insures the explosion of 
a projectile upon impact wtth the del­ 
icate resistant e afforded by the gas 
bag of a balloon or the light cauvas 
covering of an aeroplane 
Up lo this time the explosion of 
such 
projectiles 
in 
aerial 
warfare 
practice has been dependent altogeth­ 
er upon time fuses, but the Krupps, 
by their latest invention, have elim i­ 
nated the large elem ents of uncer 
talnty in this method and have added 
a weapon which will be an im portant 
factor in the aerial warfare of the fu 
lur#. 
le tte rs patent have just been issued 
for this latest of modern war devices. 
The new fuse, while being susceptible 
to the most delicate impact, is safe 
guarded by an intricate mechanism 
against the resistance offered by the 
air In its lightning-like night. 
The fuse has a base plug containing J 
a pellet of fulminated mercury, which, 
when ignited, sets off the explosive 
charge of the projectile The fulm inate 
is ignited by a needle driven against 
the pellet by a spring, which Is con­ 
trolled by two levers. 
These levers 
are normally held against swinging 
by a movable shaft, which is made of 
wood—for lightness. When the bead 
of the projectile strikes a surface as 
delicate even as that of the yielding 
silk of a balloon or the most fragile 
part of an aeroplane, the levers are 
released and swing 
outward under 
centrifugal force, perm itting the Igni­ 
tion needle to be driven by Its spring 
into the fulminate 
The mechinsm is controlled against 
the resistance of the air by another 
device, which is, however, susceptible 
to the least Impact beyond that en­ 
countered by the atm osphere 
W ith the development of the possi­ 
bilities of aerial warfare, ordnance ex­ 
perts of nearly every country have 
been working for several years, on of­ 
fensive devices to destroy aerial craft.

HUNTERS’ FEE 
BUUS URGED 


Friends of Measure Asked to 


Press Its Passaic 


WOULD BENEFIT WHOLE STATE 


Bill Provides For Annual Payment cf 


t i toy Assident Hunters as Meanie 


Fee— Much Good Can Ba Don* With 


Revenue

Derived— Legislature 


Will Soon Decide Fate of Measure. 


Now Before Senate. 


Intense interest, state-wide in its 
scope, Is being aroused In the Resi­ 
dent Hunters' License Bill, which has 
Just been favorably reported to the 
Senate at Harrisburg. 
The measure 
is now before the Senate for consider­ 
ation and the fate of the bill will be 
docided within a week. 
Senators and Representatives are 
favorable to the bill, though some are 
still awaiting the final word from their 
constituents. 
Expressions of opinion 
are being eagerly sought at Harrisburg 
and a committee of citizens urging 
the passage of the bill have been In­ 
structed to advise all voters In the 
state to make their wishes known lo 
their representatives. 
In tht? canvass already made not one 
voter in 500 has op^posed the bill and 
in nearly every instance It* provisions 
have been received with enthusiasm. 
The bill provides for the payment of 
$1 per year as a license fee by all resi­ 
dent hunters. 
Land owner* and bona 
fide tenants and their children, hunt­ 
ing on their own or rented lands, are 
exempt 
Fifty per cent of the revenue 
so derived will be used in payment of 
bounties for the destruction of weas­ 
els. mink, hawks and vermin that de­ 
stroy song birds and Insectivorous 
birds and poultry. 
It Is estimated that (be amount thus 
to be distributed la bounties will be 
about 175,000 per year. 
Unless this 
bill passes there will be no bounty 
provided for the next two years, ss 
the state has refused to appropriate 
any more money for that purpose 
The remaining 50 per cent of che 
revenue raised will be applied to the 
protection, propagation and distribu­ 
tion of game under the supervision of 
the state game commission, 
At present the appropriation avail­ 
able to the game commission amounts 
lo only 120.000 per year. This meager 
amount must be applied to protect 
over 2$,OOO,OOO acres and as the pend­ 
ing measure will provide a revenue of 
1150.000 to $200,000 per year the game 
commission will develop into a useful 
and highly valuabe branch of state 
government. 
While residents of the large cities 
have been slow to realize the fact, 
those who dwell in the suburban and 
country districts have been quick to 
realize that the proposed J)lll lf passed 
will increase all bird and game life 
within the state. The payment of the 
small annual fee of $1 by those who 
love the recreation of hunting will 
double and treble the number of birds 
and game throughout the state and 
mean a large increase In food supply. 
It a 111 make possible a good day’s 
shooting to the man with limited time 
and means without the expense of long 
tripe. 
It will undoubtedly soon bring 
about a longer open season and more 
liberal dally allowances per gun of 
game taken 
Friends of the bill promise that it 
would soon bring about a friendly co­ 
operation 
between 
the 
paid 
game 
warden 
and 
the 
forester 
of 
the 
forestry department that will largely 
decrease losses from forest fires and 
promote the betterment of game con 
dltions throughout the state. 
Aa important as all other conditions, 
the additional bounty provided for the 
destruction of vermin and pests will 
save the farmers additional thousands 
yearly. 
A peculiar feature in connection 
with th# bill is the fact that hunters 
themselves are asking the privilege of 
paying the tax that will insure these 
benefits 
The committee having the 
bill in charge are all men who love 
hunting as a pastime. The committee 
consists of: Edwin K 
Morse, chair­ 
man, Pittsburg; jJhn M. Phillips,Car­ 
rick; Charles A. Painter, Pittsburg; 
R R. Bennett. Pittsburg; H. F. Ward. 
Washington, Pa., and Thomas Leggett, 
Pittsburg. 
There is, admittedly, no state in the 
Union with better opportunity for the 
development of game and bird life 
and magnificent and highly valuable 
forest resource* than Pennsylvania. 
Wanton destruction of animal life by 
lire* pi rn t> it) ie persons is causing irre­ 
parable damage to the undeserving 
and the proposed act la regarded bt 
all fair huntsmen as a modest bu 
legitimate tax for providing a fun I 
that will forever safeguard the state 
In Harrisburg it is recognized as the 
most unselfish act ever urged before 
the legislature. 
The committee urges all Interested 
In game and forest protection to com­ 
municate at once with their represent­ 
atives In Harrisburg and urge the pas­ 
sage of this measure. State represent­ 
atives 
and 
senators 
are anxiously 
awaiting the voice of the people and 
it Should make Itself heard in un­ 
mistakable terms. 
The senate will 
take first action upon the bill and It 
te imperative that the public will be 
registered at one*.
